1 . (Currently Amended) A method for enabling an application program 
configured for use with a display device having a lower pixel density to utilize a display 
device having a higher pixel density, the method comprising: 

receiving from an application program a call directed toward an application 
programming interface for performing a screen input or output function, the call 
including one or more parameters; 

in response to receiving the call, determining whether the application program is 
configured for use with the display device having one of the following: the lower pixel 
density of and the display device having a higher pixel density, wherein determining 
whether the application program is configured for use with th e disp l ay d e vic e hav i ng th e 
l owor pix el density or th e display devic e having a h i gh e r p i x e l d e nsity comprises; 

examining a property of the application program to determine a software 

development kit version number against which the application program was 

compiled wherein the version number corresponds to a pixel densitv support 

level of the application program , and 
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d e t e rmining wheth e r th e applicat i on program is configur e d for us e with the 
display d e v i c e hav i ng tho l ower p i x el d e nsity or the display d e vic e hav i ng a 
high e r p i x el d e nsity bas e d on th e version numb e r 

determining that the application program is configured for use with the 
display device having the higher pixel density if the version number is one of the 
following: greater than a predetermined value and egual to the predetermined 
value, and 

determining that the application program is configured for use with the 
display device having the lower pixel density if the version number is less than 
the predetermined value : and 

in response to determining that the application program is configured for use with 
the display device having the lower pixel density, 

scaling the parameters for the higher pixel density display device^ and 
calling the application programming interface with the scaled parameters. 

2. (Original) The method of Claim 1 , further comprising calling the application 
programming interface with the parameters in response to determining that the 
application program is configured for use with the display device having a higher pixel 
density.

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4. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 2, further comprising in 
response to determining that the application program is configured for use with the 
display device having the lower pixel density, receiving one or more return parameters 
from the application programming interface, scaling the return parameters for the lower 
pixel density display dfevice, and returning the scaled return parameters to the 
application program. 

5. (Original) The method of Claim 4, wherein the lower pixel density display 
device has a pixel density of 96 dots per inch. 

6. (Original) The method of Claim 5, wherein the higher pixel density display 
device has a pixel density of 192 dots per inch. 

7. (Currently Amended) A computer-readable storage medium having 
computer-executable instructions stored thereon which, when executed by a computer, 
will cause the computer to perform the method of Claim 1. 

8. (Original) A computer-controlled apparatus capable of performing the 
method of Claim 1 . 

9. (Currently Amended) A computer system configured to enable an 
application program created for use with a display device having a lower pixel density to 
utilize a display device having a higher pixel density, the computer system comprising: 
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a central processing unit; 

a display device having a higher pixel density; and 
a memory operative to store^ 

an operating system for execution on the central processing unit, 
an application program for execution on the operating system and created 
for use with a display device having a lower pixel density, 

an application programming interface for performing input and output 
operations to the display device, and 

a translation layer for intercepting calls by the application program to the 
application programming interface, for scaling the calls to the display device, and 
for calling the application programming interface with the scaled parameters 
wherein the translation layer is further operative to determine whether the 
application program is configured for use with the display device having a higher 
pixel density compris e s comprising. 

examining a property of the application program to determine a 
software development kit version number against which the application 
program was compiled wherein the version number corresponds to a pixel 
density support level of the application program, af^4

10. (Original) The computer system of Claim 9, wherein the translation layer is 
further operative to determine whether the application program is configured for use 
with the display device having a higher pixel density and to call the application 
programming interface without scaling the parameters in response to determining that 
the application program is configured for use with the display device having a higher 
pixel density. 

1 1 . (Original) The computer system of Claim 10, wherein the display device 
having a higher pixel density has a pixel density of 192 dpi and wherein the application 
program created for use with a display device having a lower pixel density is configured 
for use with a display device having a 96 dpi pixel density. 

12. (Original) The computer system of Claim 1 1 , wherein the translation layer 
is further operative to receive one or more return parameters from the application 
programming interface, to scale the return parameters for the lower pixel density display 
device, and to return the scaled return parameters to the application program created 
for use with a display device having a lower pixel density. 
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13. (Canceled) 

14. (Currently Amended) A method for enabling an application program 
configured for use with a display device having a lower pixel density to utilize a display 
device having a higher pixel density, the method comprising: 

receiving from an application program a call directed toward an application 
programming interface for performing a screen input or output function, the call 
including one or more parameters; 

in response to receiving the call, determining whether the application program is 
configured for use with the display device having the lower pixel density or the display 
device having a higher pixel density by: 

examining a property of the application program that specifies a software 
development kit version number against which the application program was 
compiled wherein the version number corresponds to a pixel density support 
level of the application program, and 

determining whether the application program is configured for use with the 
display device having the lower pixel density or the display device having a 
higher pixel density based on the version number, wherein: 

determining that the application program is configured for use with 
the displav device having the higher pixel density if the version number is 
greater than or egual to a predetermined value, and 
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determining that the application program is configured for use with 
the display device having the lower pixel density if the version number is 
less than the predetermined value ; 
in response to determining that the application program is configured for use with 
the display device having the lower pixel density, scaling the parameters for the higher 
pixel density display device and calling the application programming interface with the 
scaled parameters; and 

calling the application programming interface without scaling the parameters in 
response to determining that the application program is configured for use with the 
display device having a higher pixel density. 

15. (Original) The method of Claim 14, further comprising in response to 
determining that the application program is configured for use with the display device 
having the lower pixel density, receiving one or more return parameters from the 
application programming interface, scaling the return parameters for the lower pixel 
density display device, and returning the scaled return parameters to the application 
program. 

16. (Original) The method of Claim 15 wherein the lower pixel density display 
device has a pixel density of 96 dots per inch. 

17. (Original) The method of Claim 16, wherein the higher pixel density 
display device has a pixel density of 192 dots per inch. 
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1 8. (Currently Amended) A computer-readable storage medium having 
computer-executable instructions stored tiiereon which, when executed by a computer, 
will cause the computer to perform the method of Claim 14. 

1 9. (Original) A computer-controlled apparatus capable of performing the 
method of Claim 14.
